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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN. 


The  selectmen  of  Weymouth  respectfully  submit  their  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1879,  with  a  schedule  of 
receipts  and  expenditures  annexed. 

In  the  department  of  Highways,  we  have  found  it  necessary  to 
spend  the  entire  appropriation,  as  some  widenings  laid  out  by  the 
County  Commissioners  were  expensive  and  other  widenings  laid 
out  by  the  town  in  previous  years  were  necessary  to  be  worked. 

In  Ward  1  there  has  been  no  widening  or  working  of  new 
streets  the  past  year,  the  extra  money  having  been  spent  in  general 
repairs. 

In  Ward  2  among  the  principal  improvements  are  those  at 
Jackson  Square,  Broad  and  High  Streets,  and  the  working  of 
Charles  Street.  The  safety  of  public  travel  seemed  to  require  rail¬ 
ings  on  Water,  Commercial,  and  Shawmut  Streets,  also  a  retaining 
wall  on  Washburn  Street. 

In  Ward  3  there  has  been  worked  the  extension  of  Prospect 
Street,  with  improvements  in  Stetson’s  Square,  and  widening  at 
corner  of  Washington  and  Broad  Streets;  also  railing  at  Sunken 
Hole  and  on  the  New  Bedford  Turnpike. 

In  Ward  4  there  have  been  repairs  that  were  much  needed  on 
Main  Street,  also  the  rebuilding  of  the  bridge  on  Columbian  Street, 
over  the  railroad  track.  The  grade  was  raised  at  the  request  of 
the  Old  Colony  Railroad,  they  paying  the  extra  expense. 

In  Ward  5  the  widening  of  Randolph  Street  has  been  worked 
under  contract  with  Benjamin  Derby,  with  repairs  of  drainage  and 
concreting  on  Pond  Street.  In  the  widening  and  working  of 
Randolph  Street  we  wish  to  say  that  Mr.  Martin  Derby  and  Mr. 
Alfred  Tirrell  gave  an  additional  amount  of  land  for  sidewalk. 
Mr.  Derby  gave  also  his  award  of  $15  to  pay  for  drain-pipe,  which 
was  paid  to  Waldo  Brothers.  Mr.  Alfred  Tirrell  and  Mrs.  Mary 
J .  Bates  each  gave  $20  towards  concreting  the  gutter,  and  that 
was  paid  to  Mr.  Gutterson,  and  deducted  from  his  bill,  all  of  which 
was  so  much  saving  to  the  town.  There  are  now  no  layings  out 
of  streets  that  are  not  worked,  except  a  short  distance  on  Middle 
Street,  opposite  the  Town  Hall.

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In  the  Police  Department  the  expense  has  been  about  the  same 
as  last  year.  We  have  employed  Capt.  Edwin  Thomas  as  Special 
Police,  and  he  has  secured  some  convictions  under  the  Liquor  Law, 
and  we  think  he  will  do  a  good  work. 

George  W.  Pratt,  having  fallen  into  the  canal  at  East  Weymouth, 
commenced  a  suit  against  the  town  for  damage,  and  the  case  was 
settled  with  him  by  the  payment  of  $250. 

The  Tufts  Library  Trustees  having  raised  $2,046  by  subscription 
were  paid  $1,000  from  the  treasury  of  the  town,  agreeable  to  a 
vote  at  the  last  annual  meeting. 

A  Report  of  the  Library  will  be  found  in  the  schedule. 

The  case  of  Weymouth  v.  Brigham  is  yet  undecided. 

In  last  year’s  report  a  note  of  J.  Totman  for  $1,000  was  omitted, 
also  the  note  for  $4,000  should  have  been  $4,200. 

The  guide-boards  throughout  the  town  are  in  good  repair,  es¬ 
pecially  in  Ward  3.

AUDITORS’  REPORT. 


January  27,  1880. 

The  Auditors  have,  as  usual,  in  compliance  with  the  request  of 
the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  appraised  the  personal  property  at  the 
Town  Farm,  and  estimated  the  value  thereof,  as  appears  in  the 
inventory.  They  also  appraised  the  personal  property  brought  to 
the  almshouse  by  Mr.  Isaac  Linfield,  and  estimated  its  total  value 
to  be  $97.50. 

We  have  examined  the  accounts  of  the  treasurer,  who  is  also 
collector  of  taxes,  and  found  them  to  be  well  vouched  and  cor¬ 
rectly  cast.  It  appears  that  between  Feb.  1,  1879,  the  date  to 
which  the  accounts  were  made  up  last  year,  and  Jan.  1,  1880, 
the  time  to  which  they  were  made  up  this  year,  the  receipts  and 
payments  have  been  as  follows,  including  interest  on  taxes  of  1877 
and  1878,  not  included  last  jrear  :  —

ENGINEERS’  REPORT. 


To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth : 

Gentlemen ,  —  We  submit  the  following  report  of  the  condition  of 
the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  1879. 

The  Board  of  Engineers  consists  of  ten,  two  from  each  ward,  viz.  : 


Charles  E.  Bicknell,  Chief. 

George  W.  Bates,  Clerk. 

Charles  H.  Chubbuck,  John  R.  II.  Williams, 

George  G.  French,  William  H.  Hocking,

The  apparatus  is  the  same  as  reported  last  year,  viz.,  seven 
hand-engines  with  hose  carriages,  three  hook  and  ladder  trucks, 
fully  equipped,  and  one  chemical  engine  and  tender,  most  of  which 
are  in  good  order.  The  “  Active  ”  and  “  Conqueror  ”  have  been 
thoroughly  repaired  this  year,  and  when  the  u  Active  ”  has  been 
painted,  they  will  not  be  likely  to  require  much  to  be  done  to  them 
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for  a  number  of  years.  The  “Amazon”  was  examined  by  an 
expert  and  found  to  be  so  nearly  worn  out,  that  the  board  did  not 
think  they  would  be  justified  in  expending  what  would  be  required 
to  make  it  what  it  should  be,  that  is,  reliable  at  all  times.  It  may 
be  serviceable  for  some  years,  but  is  very  liable  to  be  useless  at 
any  time,  and  it  is  our  opinion  that  when  the  town  shall  decide  to 
purchase  another  fire  engine,  it  should  be  a  steamer.  The  “  Gen. 
Bates,”  “Gen.  Putnam,”  and  “Rocket”  are  in  good,  serviceable 
condition.  In  consequence  of  the  condition  of  the  “  Amazon  ”  en¬ 
gine,  the  “  Rocket”  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  compay  in  Ward  3 
and  the  “  Rescue  ”  at  East  Weymouth. 

Nine  hundred  feet  of  rubber  leading  hose  have  been  purchased  for 
the  hand  engines,  and  one  hundred  feet  for  the  chemical  engine.  The 
department  now  has  three  thousand  and  ninety  feet  of  rubber  and 
fifteen  hundred  feet  of  cotton  hose,  not  including  that  for  the  chem¬ 
ical  engine,  which  we  believe  to  be  sufficient  for  present  need. 
The  trucks  and  ladders  are  all  well  looked  after  and  do  good 
service  ;  there  is  a  necessity  that  some  provision  should  be  made  for 
ladders  in  Ward  1. 

The  buildings,  with  the  exception  of  the  one  inWard  5,  are  in 
good  repair;  that  in  Ward  5,  as  was  reported  last  year,  is  badly 
located,  and  requires  extensive  repairs. 

The  reservoirs  are  in  good  order,  with  the  exception  of  the  one  at 
Nash’s  Corner,  Ward  4  ;  this  had  no  bottom  laid  when  built,  and 
consequently  rises  and  falls  as  the  season  may  be  wet  or  dry,  and 
might  be  without  water  when  needed.  There  are  many  places 
in  town  where  a  number  of  buildings  are  in  dangerous  proximity 
and  where  no  water  could  be  had  should  there  be  a  fire,  and  we  ask 
that  a  special  appropriation  be  made  for  the  building  of  small 
reservoirs  in  such  localities.

REPORT  OF  THE  OVERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR. 


The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  the  Town  of  We}rmouth  respect¬ 
fully  submit  the  following  report,  with  tables  of  the  expense  of  sup¬ 
porting  the  poor  in  the  almshouse,  hospitals,  and  of  the  outside 
relief  for  the  }Tear  ending  Dec.  31,  1879. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wilbur  C.  Austin  have  continued  in  charge  of  the 
almshouse  and  town  farm  during  the  past  year,  at  a  salary  of  $500, 
and  have  discharged  their  respective  duties  in  a  very  satisfactory 
manner. 

There  has  been  one  death  only  in  the  house  during  the  year,  but 
there  has  been  considerable  sickness,  and  the  amount  paid  for  med¬ 
icine  and  medical  attendance  is  about  $150. 

The  whole  number  of  those  supported  during  the  year  in  the 
house  has  been  thirty,  the  average  twenty,  and  the  number  now  is 
twent}T-two  ;  the  cost  for  each  person  per  week  has  been  $2. 

The  house  has  been  painted  inside  and  the  heating  apparatus 
has  been  thoroughly  repaired,  and  is  now  in  a  good  and  safe  condi¬ 
tion.  Not  being  able  to  keep  vegetables  in  the  cellar  of  the  house, 
we  have  built  a  suitable  place  outside  for  that  purpose.  The  cost 
of  these  improvements  has  been  about  $425. 

The  expense  of  supporting  insane  persons  is  still  quite  large, 
although  the  rate  per  week  has  been  reduced.  We  have  visited  the 
asylums,  but  do  not  find  any  patients  in  a  condition  to  be  removed. 

Although  the  wants  of  the  poor  out  of  the  house  have  been  large, 
yet  they  have  been  supplied  and  the  expense  has  been  kept  within 
the  appropriation. 

Isaac  Linfield,  who  died  at  the  house,  has  been  supported  more  or 
less  b}7  the  town  for  a  number  of  years.  He  left  property  appraised 
at  $350,  which  the  overseers  will  dispose  of  for  the  benefit  of  the 
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town,  after  paying  for  gravestones  for  himself  and  wife,  which  have 
been  erected.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


The  School  Committee  of  Weymouth  respectfully  submit  to  the 
town  their  Annual  Report  as  follows :  — 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  school  year  3Tour  committee  were 
compelled,  by  the  action  of  the  town  at  its  last  March  meeting,  to 
consider  whether  the  educational  interests  of  the  town  would  suffer 
less  injury  from  a  shortening  of  the  term  of  school  sessions,  than 
from  such  reduction  of  the  salaries  of  teachers,  —  say  twelve  per  cent 
or  more,  as  would  bring  the  expense  for  the  usual  length  of  the 
term  of  teaching  within  the  limit  indicated  by  the  vote  of  the 
town. 

After  careful  inquiry  and  mature  consideration,  the  committee 
agreed  in  the  opinion  that  a  reduction  of  the  salaries  of  our  female 
teachers  to  the  extent  suggested,  or  to  any  appreciable  extent, 
would  probably  lead  to  the  resignation  of  some  of  those  whom  it 
was  most  desirable  to  retain,  and  that  the  vacancies  thus  caused 
would  be  filled  only  from  the  class  of  inexperienced  or  that  of  un¬ 
successful  teachers.  But  deeming  the  salaries  paid  to  our  male 
teachers  of  grammar-schools  larger,  relatively  to  those  paid  by 
other  towns,  than  those  of  our  female  teachers,  and  believing 
that  some  reduction  in  salaries  was  expected  by  the  town,  the 
committee  decided  to  discount  from  the  monthly  payments  of  male 
principals  an  average  of  five  per  cent,  remembering  that  the 
amount  of  their  yearly  receipts  would  be  yet  more  largely  dimin¬ 
ished  bv  the  shortening  of  the  term  for  which  the  schools  are  to  be 
taught. 

The  rate  of  salaries  established  for  the  current  year  will  exhaust 
the  appropriation  for  that  object  in  thirt}7-six  weeks  of  school  ses¬ 
sion,  and  teachers  have  been  engaged  with  notice  that  thirty-six 
weeks  will  be  the  limit  of  school  term  unless  the  town  shall  at  its 
annual  meeting  vote  the  additional  sum  required  for  an  extension 
of  the  term  of  teaching  to  thirty-eight  weeks.  The  summer  and 
Christmas  vacation  having  each  been  lengthened  one  week,  the 
term,  if  thus  extended,  will  end  as  heretofore  on  the  last  week  in 
June. 
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Your  committee  unanimously  recommend  such  additional  appro¬ 
priation  as  will  permit  the  extension  suggested.  The  whole  num¬ 
ber  of  teachers  now  employed  in  our  schools  is  fifty-two,  and  their 
present  salaries  amount  to  $2,221  per  month.  This  number  must 
probably  be  increased  during  the  next  }Tear  by  two  at  least,  and  if 
the  business  interests  of  the  town  continue  to  be  prosperous  and 
attract  new  residents,  a  larger  increase  may  be  required  ;  so  that 
not  less  than  $23,000  will  be  needed  for  the  pa3Tmentof  teachers’  sal¬ 
aries  at  their  present  rates,  if  the  schools  shall  be  taught  as  hereto¬ 
fore,  during  ten  months.  The  committee  will  not  believe  that  the 
town  desires  to  reduce  teachers’  salaries  below  the  present  rates,  or 
the  length  of  school  session  below  the  wellnigh  uniform  standard 
of  towns  of  like  size  and  resources  with  our  own.  The  changes  in 
teachers  and  schools  during  the  past  year  have  been  as  follows  :  — 

In  Ward  1,  no  change  in  schools  has  occurred  except  the  trans¬ 
fer  of  the  lower  Primary  class  from  the  small  recitation-room  in 
the  Athens  house  to  a  leased  room  on  Bridge  Street,  which  has 
been  fitted  for  temporary  occupancy.  InWarcl  2  the  increase  of 
pupils  required  an  additional  school  of  Intermediate  grade,  and  the 
School-street  house  has  been  repaired  and  used  for  this  purpose. 

In  Ward  3,  the  second  Intermediate  grade,  by  reason  of  a  condi¬ 
tion  of  chronic  insubordination,  existing  through  several  years  and 
under  many  teachers,  had  become  so  over-crowded  by  the  failure 
of  its  pupils  to  earn  promotion,  that  a  division  of  it  became  an 
imperative  necessity,  and  the  lower  recitation-room  in  the  Tremont- 
street  house  has  been  fitted  up  with  new  desks  for  the  use  of  the 
second  division  of  this  grade. 

In  Ward  4,  agreeably  to  a  vote  of  the  town,  the  anteroom  in 
the  Town  House,  formerly  occupied  by  the  Centre  Mixed  School, 
has  been  enlarged  and  refitted,  and  that  school  re-established  in 
this  room,  which  is  now  comfortable  and  convenient. 

In  Ward  5,  no  change  has  been  made  in  schools  or  rooms. 

During  the  year  nine  teachers  have  terminated  their  connection 
with  our  schools,  viz. :  Miss  Alice  R.  Rogers,  assistant  in  South 
High  School ;  Miss  Fannie  C.  Foye,  assistant  in  the  Athens  Pri¬ 
mary  ;  Mr.  Tilson  A.  Mead,  of  the  Franklin  Grammar;  Misses 
Mary  B.  Tirrell  and  Carrie  F.  Spear,  of  the  Tremont-street  Inter¬ 
mediate  ;  Misses  Carrie  A.  Blanchard  and  Nellie  F.  Pingree,  of 
the  Mount  Pleasant  Second  Grammar ;  Miss  Helen  H.  Blanchard, 
of  the  Perkins  Lower  Primary ;  Miss  Mary  E.  Reilly ,  of  the  Centre 
Mixed. 

One  transfer  has  been  made,  viz.  :  Miss  Antoinette  W.  Knights 
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from  the  Mount  Pleasant  Second  Grammar  to  the  Trcmont-street 
Second  Intermediate  ;  and  ten  new  appointments  have  been  made, 
viz.  :  Miss  Hattie  C.  Torrey,  assistant  in  South  High  School ;  Miss 
Emma  F.  Thayer,  to  the  Bridge-street  Primary  ;  Mr.  Edgar  E. 
Thompson,  to  the  Franklin  Grammar ;  Mr.  Fred  E.  Loud,  to  the 
School-street  Second  Intermediate ;  Miss  Cora  L.  D’Arcy,  to  the 
second  division  of  the  Tremont-street  Intermediate ;  Miss  Emma 
Hood,  to  the  Mount  Pleasant  Second  Grammar;  Miss  Nellie  F. 
Pingree,  to  the  Mount  Pleasant  Lower  Grammar ;  Miss  Carrie  F. 
Spear,  to  the  Tremont-street  Second  Intermediate ;  Miss  S.  Lizzie 
Hunt,  to  the  Perkins  Lower  Primary ;  Miss  Mary  J.  Moore,  to  the 
Centre  Mixed. 


CONDITION  OF  SCHOOLS. 

The  committee  are  gratified  that  the}’  are  able  to  report  that  the 
teachers  of  Weymouth,  as  a  class,  are  progressive,  scholarly,  and 
faithful,  and  that  the  larger  portion  of  them  are  devoting  their 
entire  time  and  energy  to  the  work  of  teaching.  If  some  fail  to 
secure  the  results  desired,  this  failure  ma}r  in  some  cases  be  due 
to  the  overtaxing  of  their  strength,  either  in  their  schoolrooms  or 
in  their  homes.  Many  of  our  schools  are  too  large,  requiring  more 
labor  than  it  is  possible  for  one  person  to  perform  in  a  satisfactory 
manner.  Added  to  this  is  the  fact,  that  a  considerable  number  of  our 
teachers,  and,  especially  those  in  the  lower  grades,  feel  compelled 
to  eke  out  their  meagre  salaries  b}r  devoting  to  home  duties  the 
time  which  is  urgently  demanded  for  preparation  for  school  work. 
By  reason  of  the  smallness  of  salaries  in  these  grades,  the  commit¬ 
tee  are  compelled  occasionally  to  employ  young  and  inexperienced 
teachers  in  positions  unsuited  to  them,  and  this  necessity  would 
frequently  occur,  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  the  majority  of  our 
teachers  are  able  to  reduce  the  expense  of  board  by  living  at  their 
homes  or  with  their  friends. 

We  ought,  however,  in  this  connection,  to  speak  of  the  earnest¬ 
ness  of  our  young  teachers  as  well  as  those  who  have  been  emplo}’ed 
a  longer  time,  and  especially  of  two  or  three,  who  have  entered 
upon  the  work  during  the  year  with  gratifying  success. 

Our  Grammar  Schools  have  been  in  charge  of  able  and  efficient 
teachers  throughout  the  year,  and  the  thoroughness  of  their  work 
and  the  enthusiasm  which  they  have  invariably  manifested  are  worthy 
of  much  commendation.  We  believe  our  Grammar  Schools  will 
compare  very  favorably  with  those  in  the  surrounding  towns.  We

cannot  speak  in  so  high  terms  of  all  our  Intermediate  Schools, 
although  many  of  them  are  models  of  excellence  both  in  respect  to 
discipline  and  teaching,  yet  as  was  reported  last  year,  there  is  a 
greater  difference  in  the  attainments  in  this  grade  than  in  either 
of  the  others.  Many  of  the  classes  are  too  large,  making  them 
exceedingly  difficult  to  control  and  interest.  The  attendance  is 
not  as  good,  especialty  in  the  upper  grade,  as  it  should  be, 
because  many  of  the  children  are  old  enough  to  work  and  are 
detained  from  school  whenever  any  employment  for  them  can  be 
found,  thus  prolonging  their  stay  in  this  grade  beyond  the  allotted 
time.  Another  very  important  reason  is,  the  not  infrequent  change 
of  teachers  in  these  grades,  because  teachers  competent  to  fill  these 
important  positions  are  soon  drawn  to  other  places  where  they 
receive  more  ample  compensation  for  their  services. 

The  good  wTork  begun  in  our  Primaries  recently  has  been  contin¬ 
ued  by  the  teachers  with  much  enthusiasm  and  interest.  All  the 
branches  taught  in  these  grades  have  received  careful  attention, 
and  to  those  unacquainted  with  their  every-day  work,  the  results 
are  surprising.  The  expression  of  thought,  especially,  has  had  a 
prominent  place  in  the  primary  work,  and  our  little  children  are 
learning  to  communicate  their  ideas  and  describe  objects  in  a  man¬ 
ner  which  many  an  older  person  would  be  unable  to  do.  While 
great  improvement  and  advance  has  been  made  upon  old  methods, 
there  is  much  before  us,  and  we  anticipate  still  greater  progress  by 
our  live  teachers.  A  very  few  of  our  Primary  teachers  lack  a  cer¬ 
tain  originality  and  aptness  to  teach,  and  consequently  fail  of  the 
best  results. 

A  training  school  for  teachers  is  much  needed  in  our  town,  but 
owing  to  our  large  territory,  and  the  villages  being  at  quite  a  dis¬ 
tance  from  each  other,  this  seems  almost  impossible.  Quite  a  num¬ 
ber  of  young  ladies  have  been  devoting  considerable  time  during 
the  past  winter  in  observing  the  methods  pursued  by  our  best 
teachers,  and  assisting  in  school  work  when  desirable,  thus  doing 
what  they  can  to  fit  themselves  for  successful  teachers. 

Teachers’  meetings,  which  have  at  times  been  conducted  with  suc¬ 
cess  in  our  town,  seem  to  have  been  discontinued  for  some  reason, 
but  it  is  hoped  that  before  this  report  shall  have  been  submitted  to 
the  public,  that  they  will  again  be  established.  The  advantage  of 
these  meetings  is  too  obvious  to  call  for  discussion  in  these 
pages. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  school  year  a  meeting  of  the 
committee  and  the  Grammar  School  teachers  was  held  for  the 
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discussion  and  rearrangement  of  our  course  of  study  for  that 
department. 

After  a  very  earnest  and  careful  consideration  of  the  apportion¬ 
ment  for  each  grade,  a  subcommittee,  consisting  of  Mr.  Arming- 
ton  for  the  first  grade,  Miss  S.  L.  Vining  for  the  second,  and  Mr. 
J .  J.  Prentis  ;  for  the  third,  with  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of 
this  board,  were  appointed  to  revise  the  course  of  study  for  the 
ensuing  year,  which  revision  is  hereby  appended.

TEXT-BOOKS. 

No  change  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  text-books,  except 
the  substitution  of  Swinton’s  New  Language  Lessons  for  Greene’s 
Grammar.  Owing  to  the  marked  changes  which  have  been  made 
in  language  teaching,  this  step  was  deemed  highly  important. 
Language  is  really  the  foundation  study  in  all  our  schools.  All 
intelligent  children  have  ideas,  and  the  ability  to  express  them 
gracefully  and  clearly  is  of  the  greatest  importance  to  them  through¬ 
out  their  lives.  There  are  many  persons  who,  having  minds  well 
stored  with  useful  information,  have  no  power  to  use  it  in  conversa¬ 
tion,  and  endure  a  lifelong  mortification  in  consequence  of  this 
inability.  We  think  that  no  more  useful  work  can  be  accomplished 
for  our  pupils  than  to  give  them  the  power  to  tell  what  they  think 
and  what  they  know  in  a  clear,  forcible,  and  natural  style. 

Many  of  our  teachers,  convinced  of  this  fact,  have,  during  the 
year,  made  radical  changes  in  their  methods  of  teaching,  with  very 
noticeable  and  commendable  results.  Others  are  slow  to  leave  the 
old  grammar.  An  important  question  with  all  educators  now  is, 
To  what  extent  shall  we  teach  technical  grammar?  We  are  not 
ready  to  drop  it  altogether,  as  it  seems  important  to  us  that  our 
pupils  should  understand  the  principles  on  which  sentences  are 
formed,  that  they  should  know  something  of  nouns  and  verbs  and 
their  properties,  of  subjects  and  predicates,  and  the  proper  modes 
of  modifying  those  subjects  and  predicates.  We  are  convinced  that 
our  new  departure  is  in  the  right  direction  and  we  are  watching  its 
working  in  our  schools  with  much  interest. 

Reading  is  so  closely  allied  to  language  and  connected  with  its 
study  that  we  can  hardly  speak  of  them  separately,  but  it  has  not 
received  the  attention  in  former  years  which  it  should.  We  are 
happy  to  say,  however,  that  a  new  interest  seems  to  have  been 
implanted  in  this  important  branch,  and  much  improvement  has 
been  made  during  the  year.  The  natural,  easy  reading  which  one 
may  hear  in  our  best  primary  schools  of  to-day  is  delightful. 

By  the  introduction  of  supplementary  reading,  our  children  are 
getting  some  knowledge  of  authors  and  forming  correct  tastes  which 
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w.ll  go  with  them  through  life.  And  now  that  Weymouth  has  a 
Public  Library,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  under  the  careful  direction  of 
the  teachers,  our  young  people  will  be  led  to  drop  much  of  the 
unprofitable  reading  which  is  afloat  among  them,  and  will  strengthen 
their  minds  and  characters  with  more  substantial  literature. 

Since  the  revision  of  our  course,  improvement  has  been  made 
in  the  study  of  history  and  geograph}^,  and  the  children  are 
being  taught  to  take  more  intelligent  interest  in  all  which  pertains 
to  these  branches. 

The  collections  of  minerals,  agricultural  products,  manufactured 
articles,  coins,  etc.,  seen  especially  *n  the  Athens  and  the  Frank¬ 
lin  Schools,  are  very  valuable  aids  to  these  studies,  and  both 
teacher  and  pupils  are  deserving  of  much  credit  for  their  interest  in 
the  matter. 

Physiology,  which  was  dropped  from  our  High  School  course  to 
the  Grammar  School,  one  year  ago,  is  taught  and  studied  within  ter- 
est,  and  while  it  seems  highly  important  that  our  pupils  should 
know  how  they  breathe,  how  their  blood  circulates  and  their  food 
digests,  with  various  other  important  facts  which  they  learn  in 
regard  to  the  human  frame,  it  also  seems  important  that  more  prom¬ 
inence  should  be  given  to  one  topic  which  most  certainly  belongs 
to  this  department,  and  that  is,  the  evil  effects  of  alcohol  upon 
the  system.  The  more  thoroughly  we  can  instruct  the  young 
concerning  this  dominating  evil  of  our  time,  the  better  it  will  be 
for  them  and  all  the  world. 

Much  unimportant  matter  has  been  omitted  from  our  text-books 
on  arithmetic  for  the  upper  grades,  and  more  real  practical  work 
has  been  done  than  is  usual.  Many  of  our  pupils  leave  school 
before  completing  the  grammar-school  course,  and  it  seems  highly 
important  that  their  training  in  this  department  of  study  should 
have  especial  reference  to  the  every-day  business  of  life.  This  fact 
seems  to  have  been  noticed  more  than  ever  before  by  our  teachers, 
and  commendable  progress  has  been  made.  In  the  Primary 
department  considerable  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  study  of 
number,  and  gratifying  results  have  been  attained.  All  our  pri¬ 
maries  are  not  furnished  with  the  necessary  equipments  for  the  best 
teaching  of  number,  and  should  be  supplied  with  blocks  and  other 
objects,  also  with  tables  on  which  to  use  them. 

We  have  the  same  complaint  to  make  as  in  years  past  in  regard 
to  the  specimens  of  penmanship  presented  by  our  schools.  While 
there  are  many  good  writers,  the  majority  are  deficient  in  this 
respect. 
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Our  Primary  Schools  are  thoroughly  aroused  in  this  matter,  and 
much  excellent  work  may  be  seen  in  these  grades  We  are  there¬ 
fore  hoping  to  speak  more  favorably  of  the  writing  in  other  grades, 
when  these  little  ones  shall  have  passed  to  higher  classes. 

Music  has  received  a  good  degree  of  attention  in  some  of  our 
schools,  but  the  work  has  not  been  as  uniform  as  desirable.  A 
teacher  of  music  is  much  needed,  for  a  time  at  least,  to  create  a 
greater  interest  in  the  subject  and  to  give  the  teachers  a  more 
P'actical  method  of  instructing  their  pupils. 

■  Drawing  is  now  taught  in  all  our  schools  and  some  progress  has 
been  made,  vet  there  has  been  a  lack  of  neatness  and  care  on  the 
part  of  many  pupils,  notwithstanding  our  teachers  have  been  zeal¬ 
ous  and  faithful  in  their  instruction.  We  believe  that  a  large  pro¬ 
portion  of  our  people  are  not  convinced  of  the  real  benefit  of  this 
study,  and  because  the  pupil  does  not  present  what  is  called  a  picture 
in  his  drawing-book,  instead  of  lines  and  angles,  they  consider  the 
time  lost  which  is  devoted  to  this  work ;  but  in  a  town  where  so 
many  of  the  pupils  are  to  be  engaged  in  mechanical  pursuits,  as  in 
ours,  the  training  of  the  eye  and  hand  which  they  may  receive  by 
proper  attention  to  instruction,  is  invaluable. 

THE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

Our  common-school  education  is  bearing  its  legitimate  fruits  in 
the  minds  of  the  people.  The  time  has  passed  when  one  individual 
can  control  public  opinion,  except  by  the  force  of  a  commanding 
intellect.  The  tendency  of  the  age  is  toward  advanced  thought. 
The  course  of  instruction  in  all  our  schools  should  be  based  on  this 
advance.  That  course  which  met  all  the  wants  of  the  pupil  twentv, 
or  even  five  years  ago  is  superseded  to  some  extent  by  the  changed 
direction  of  thought  and  the  different  requirements  of  the  scholars 
at  the  present  time.  While  we  would  not  accept  all  new  methods 
of  instruction  now  on  trial,  we  heartily  adopt  the  principle  on 
which  we  understand  these  methods  to  be  based,  of  educating  the 
pupil  for  the  real,  hard,  earnest  work  of  life.  Teach  him  these 
things,  which  an  overwhelming  majority  will  need  most :  teach  him 
how  to  read  well,  how  to  write  well,  and  how  to  think  well.  Not 
but  that  other  things  are  desirable ;  these  are  indispensable. 

The  fact  is  more  and  more  apparent  that  there  will  be  specialists 
in  every  department  of  science  and  art.  This  is  thought  to  be 
necessary  for  the  highest  success. 

If  these  facts  are  regarded,  and  each  boy  and  girl  has  the  oppor- 
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tuuity,  through  judicious  advice  or  under  the  influence  of  such 
institutions  as  our  neighboring  School  of  Technology,  to  develop 
their  faculties  in  the  direction  in  which  they  show  the  most  ability, 
we  shall  observe  fewer  instances  of  persons  having  miserably  mis¬ 
taken  their  calling. 


METHOD  OF  STUDY. 

One  thing  which  is  needed  in  all  our  schools,  but  more  especially 
in  our  High  Schools,  is  to  teach  the  pupils  how  to  study.  It  is 
not  alone  the  actual  knowledge  they  aquire  which  is  of  benefit  to 
them.  A  still  more  important  attainment  is  to  gain  that  power  which 
enables  them  first  to  recognize  a  truth,  then  to  grasp  and  master  it. 
How  to  do  this  successfully  is  an  important  part  of  that  education 
w’hich  is  only  commenced  in  the  schools  and  continued  through  all 
future  life. 

The  duty  of  the  teacher  is  not  alone  to  see  that  a  pupil  trans¬ 
lates  correctly  from  the  languages  or  demonstrates  successfully  a 
proposition  in  geometry  or  physics. 

The  teacher  wdio  has  the  highest  benefit  of  his  pupils  at  heart 
will  observe  their  methods  of  study  and  will  teach  them  so  to  ap¬ 
ply  themselves  that  they  will  expend  their  energies  and  time  most 
economically.  A  pupil  should  be  taught  to  apply  his  mind  most 
earnestly  to  his  studies.  This  effort  should  continue  only  for  a 
limited  time,  and  then  should  come  a  period  of  entire  relaxation. 
Especially  should  be  avoided  that  lazy,  dreamy  way  of  studying  so 
often  observed  in  our  schools. 

A  teacher  should  demand  that  his  pupils  use  a  proper  amount 
of  physical  exercise.  An  active  run,  a  game  at  ball,  military  drill, 
or  any  exertion  which  calls  the  muscles  into  brisk  action,  will  do 
more  to  insure  a  perfect  recitation  than  hours  of  listless  study  by 
a  weary  brain. 

These  are  but  a  very  few  of  the  man}’  hints  which  could  be  given 
to  our  teachers,  but  if  even  these  are  acted  upon,  the  result  will  be 
favorable  to  the  success  of  our  schools. 

Most  certainly  our  High  School  teachers  should  recognize  the 
importance  of  developing  the  physical  as  well  as  the  me  ital  ca¬ 
pacities  with  which  they  have  to  deal,  as  it  becomes  more  and 
more  apparent  that  the  best  mental  development  cannot  be  attained 
without  due  attention  to  the  physical. 
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DEPORTMENT. 

Our  schools  luive  an  office  beyond  the  mere  intellectual  training 
of  the  pupil.  We  put  our  children  into  them,  expecting  that  their 
intellectual  faculties  will  be  developed.  This  is  not  all.  We 
expect  that  constant  instruction  will  be  imparted  to  them  through 
the  refined  deportment  of  the  teacher  as  a  model,  as  well  as  by 
direct  precept,  that  habits  of  obedience  will  be  inculcated,  and 
that  the  ordinarily  accepted  customs  of  refined  life  will  be  brought 
to  their  notice. 

As  their  mental  powers  are  expanded  and  modelled  by  the  study 
of  classical  and  modern  authors,  as  their  minds  are  strengthened 
by  grasping  mathematical  and  geometrical  problems,  so  should 
their  finer  natures,  their  sensibilities,  their  love  of  the  pure,  the 
true,  the  noble,  be  also  cultivated. 

As  we  come  into  the  High  School  we  expect  that  the  roistering 
activity  of  the  lower  grades  will  be  softened  and  refined  into  some¬ 
thing  of  the  pi  opriety  which  distinguishes  the  deportment  of  the 
true  lad}’  and  gentleman.  If  the  High  School  fails  in  persistent 
and  careful  training  in  this  direction,  we  believe  it  is  disappointing 
the  expectation  of  its  friends  and  derelict  in  its  duty  to  the  pupils. 
With  many  of  these  pupils  the  instruction  of  the  High  School  is 
the  highest  which  the}’  have  known,  and  the  highest  to  which  they 
aspire.  It  is  indeed  a  grievous  misfortune  to  these  if  a  faulty 
model  be  held  up  to  them  for  imitation,  or  if  they  have  no  model 
at  all. 

This  aesthetic  training  cannot  well  be  studied  from  any  text-book 
or  come  within  the  scope  of  an  examination  paper,  but  its  enforce¬ 
ment  is  none  the  less  incumbent  on  the  teacher  or  its  acquisition 
bv  the  pupil  less  indispensable  to  a  finished  education. 

And  certainly,  no  pupil  is  worthy  of  a  place  in  the  High  School 
who  persists  in  riotous  conduct,  which  interferes  with  the  safety  or 
comfort  of  his  fellow-pupils,  or  the  proper  preservation  of  school 
property,  and  no  teacher  can  be  considered  faithful  to  his  trust  or 
successful  in  his  calling  unless  he  endeavors  to  teach  his  pupils 
to  observe  the  common  proprieties  of  life,  at  least  on  the  school 
premises. 

While  we  are  aware  that  there  are  defects  in  our  High  Schools, 
some  of  which  can  be  remedied  and  some  over  which  we  can  have 
no  control,  vve  still  think  these  schools  are  accomplishing  a  vast 
amount  of  good.  And  we  firmly  believe  that  if  some  of  the  sug. 
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gestions  made  above  were  carried  out,  their  good  influence  would 
be  largely  increased. 

In  what  has  preceded  we  have  endeavored  to  indicate  some 
particulars  in  which  they  might  be  improved. 

Our  aim  should  ever  be  for  the  highest  attainment. 

In  these  schools  there  are  many  excellences  in  regard  to  which 
we  have  not  spoken.  Their  benefits  are  too  many  and  too  great  to 
need  commendation.  They  are  often  spoken  of ’slightingly,  but  ve 
think  no  unprejudiced  person,  in  any  way  familiar  with  their  work, 
would  desire  to  see  them  abolished.  In  fact,  the  opposition  to  them 
comes,  as  a  class,  from  those  who  never  were  inside  their  walls.  It 
is  useless  for  us  to  drag  behind  the  age.  Our  boys  and  girls  must 
have  advantages  equal  to  those  of  other  boys  and  girls  in  the  com 
mon wealth.  They  must  have  an  even  stait  in  the  great  race  of 
life.  We  believe  that  an  influence,  unrecognized  for  the  time,  it 
may  be,  is  constantly  going  out  from  these  schools,  which  is  shap¬ 
ing  public  opinion,  giving  power  of  independent  thought  to  the 
masses,  and  enabling  all  to  understand  better  the  true  character  of 
our  civil  and  religious  polity. 

SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

Of  the  appropriation  for  the  enlargement  and  remodelling  of  the 
Athens  Schoolhouse  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  twelve  dollars 
($212)  only,  the  cost  of  an  additional  furnace,  has  been  expended, 
lor  the  reason  that  the  plan  proposed  which  seemed  most  desirable 
would  require  a  sum  considerably  larger  than  the  appropriation. 
But  the  exigency  still  exists,  and  we  recommend  the  appropriation 
of  one  thousand  dollars  in  addition  to  the  balance  of  last  year’s 
grant,  to  be  expended  in  turning  the  house  so  that  the  side  shall 
face  Athens  Street,  adding  a  porch  to  that  side  to  contain  entries, 
stairs,  and  clothes-rooms,  and  dividing  the  present  building  into  four 
rooms  and  furnishing  them  with  desks  and  other  furniture  for  the 
use  of  the  schools. 

The  method  proposed  will  not  only  provide  four  convenient  rooms, 
of  suitable  size  and  form,  with  good  light  and  ventilation,  but  will 
also,  we  think,  improve  the  external  appearance  of  the  building. 

The  committee  think  the  Perkins  Schoolhouse  unsuitable  for  the 
use  of  schools  in  its  present  state,  and  do  not  deem  it  economical 
to  expend  money  in  extensive  repairs,  and  therefore  recommend  the 
sale  of  the  house  and  lot  as  soon  as  better  accommodations  for  its 
schools  can  be  elsewhere  provided. 
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The  .site  of  the  Broad- street  house  is  more  central,  and  the 
grounds  now  owned  by  the  town  are  ample  for  the  erection  of  an 
additional  building  if  the  town  shall  agree  with  the  committee  that 
a  new  house  of  the  size  of  the  Franklin  house,  divided  into  four 
rooms,  would  be  wise  both  in  respect  to  convenience  and  economy. 
Three  of  these  rooms  are  already  needed  for  the  two  Perkins 
Primaries  and  the  second  division  of  the  Middle  Intermediate,  now 
occupying  a  crowdeti  recitation-room  in  the  Tremont-street  house. 
A  cheaper  method  would  be  to  divide  the  present  Broad-street 
house  into  four  rooms  by  making  an  addition  for  stairs,  entries,  and 
clothes-rooms,  but  we  fear  these  school-rooms  would  be  too  small 
to  satisfy,  for  a  considerable  time,  the  wants  of  this  ward. 

The  second  ward  is  now  filling  all  of  its  school-rooms  to  nearly 
the  limit  of  their  capacity  to  accommodate  pupils,  and  will  very 
soon,  if  not  during  the  present  year,  need  additional  rooms,  but  the 
committee  will  not  ask  the  town  to  act  this  year  in  anticipation  of 
this  want,  but  desire  simply  to  suggest  that  it  is  very  probable  that 
an  urgent  demand  in  this  section  may  exist  the  next  year,  as  a 
reason  for  acting  now  in  those  cases  where  a  present  necessity  act- 
ually  exists. 

ESTIMATES. 

The  committee  estimate  the  deficiency  of  the  current  year  to  be 
provided  for,  in  case  the  schools  shall  be  continued  for  nine  and  a 
half  months  ;  and  the  amount  necessary  for  their  support  for  the 
next  year,  upon  the  basis  of  present  salaries,  as  follows,  viz.  :  —
